The Federal Communications Commission wisely set aside | 


a number of TV channels for educational purposes when 
channel allotments were made several years ago. Now be- 
cause educational TV staions have not been coming into op- 


eration rapidly there have been cries from some commercially 


interested parties that there is no place or need for them in 
the American way of life. 

Nothing is further from the truth. It is true that only 
a handful of educational TV stations are on the air, but about 
20 are expected to be operating by year's end, There is a 
need for non-commercial educational programs on TV. One 
would like to be able to see—when he wis 
programs free from commercial propaganda, 


It would be a great blow against colleges if the channels 


for educational TV were :reallocated to commercial firms. 


In time, as costs of operating TV stations decreases, all the 


educational channels will be used, and it will provide Ameri- 
cans with a wonderful source of accurate, non-commercial 
jnformation in their own homes.
